Department study of anticompetitive 
practices of Japanese auto companies 
to giving closer scrutiny to tax 
records of Japanese companies. The 
United States is also considering 
bringing a broad complaint in Geneva 
against Japanese trade practices under 
the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade, officials said. 

The administration could also dust 
off a punitive trade law not used since 
the early days of the Bush administra- 
tion, Super 301, that gives the presi- 
dent broad powers to retaliate against 
unfair trade practices of any nation. 

Clinton could renew the dormant 
authority by executive order. Aides 
said this would be done only as a last 
resort, suggesting other, less inflam- 
matory, approaches were being eyed 
first.

“T had a math class and there was no 
blackboard so (the professor) couldn’t 
show us anything,” said Lisa 
Lemmerman, 22, a business market- 
ing major. 

Trailers for Lemmerman’s four 
other classes Monday had yet to be 
set up. “Everyone was just standing 
around not knowing what to do,” she 
said. 

“T found one class, but by the time I 
found it, the professor left,” said stu- 
dent Tracy Bozeman. 

“I’m an art historian without any 
slides, but I figure, what the heck,” 
said Professor Louise Lewis. “We'll 
use books and we’ll talk and we’ll 
talk. Give me pictures with words, 
and we’re going to sit down on the 
lawn and do it.” 

The quake, which measured 6.7 on 
the Richter Scale, damaged or 
destroyed each of the campus’ 53 
buildings. Fewer than 15 buildings 
were judged safe enough to enter, and 
those were being used mainly by 
administrators. Total damage esti- 
mates ranged from $150 million to 
$350 million.

Jansen’s slip starts a day full of disaster for U.S. team

LILLEHAMMER, Norway — Valentine’s Day 
brought nothing but heartbreak for two guys who 
are used to it: Speedskater Dan Jansen and luger 


Duncan Kennedy. 


A slip for Jansen, a skid for Kennedy — it was 
enough to deny both a first Olympic medal. 

Jansen, 28, slipped on the home turn Monday and 
watched his medal hopes disintegrate in the 500 
meters. His Olympic career totals: 10 years, four 
Games, zero medals. He has one last shot in the 


1,000 meters Friday. 


Kennedy finished with his blue USA uniform and 
his bronze medal hopes in tatters after skidding out 


of control. 


He hoped for a record-setting run and came up 
empty. Kennedy is 0-for-3 in the Olympics. 

“There’s not really many more chances for me,” 
said Jansen. “I’ll have to live my life without an 


Olympic 500-meter gold medal.” 


He wound up in eighth place Monday at the same 
-rink where he set a world record in December,

wife, Robin.

WASHINGTON — It’s 1997 and 
you’re with the kids at a theme park.

Maybe. 

The vehicle you drive would be on 
Tranquility Base, where Neil 
Armstrong and Buzz Aldrin left the 
first footprints on the»moon 25 years 
ago. But this time it wouldn’t be one 
small step for aman but a giant leap 
for commercialism. 

LunaCorp, a maker of space-orient- 
ed:CD-ROMs, announced plans 
Monday to raise $110 million to put 
the. little rover on the moon. That 
amount will include $50 million in 
launch costs on a Russian rocket. 

“Our goal is to provide the world’s 
first interactive space exploration 
event by giving the public the oppor- 
tunity to drive the rover on the moon 
via telepresence,” said David Gump, 
president of tlie company. 

* LunaCorp hopes the money will 
come from theme park operators, tele- 
vision networks, corporate sponsors 
and advertising agencies. About 25 
percent of the rover’s work will be 


devoted to science, Gump said, and 
the company is hoping’for a little 
financial support from NASA. 

The United States spent $24 billion 
to put 12 astronauts on the moon 
between July 1969 and December 
1972. 

But there has been no program to 
return. , 

LunaCorp has enlisted Dr. William 
Whittaker of Carnegie Mellon 
University in Pittsburgh, a renowned 


inventor of robotic vehicles, to design . 


its lunar rover.

The Alumni Association constantly 
updates its database of 587,815 
records to provide current information 
on individuals affiliated with BYU, 
BYU Hawaii and Ricks College. 

The main use for the database is to 
store up-to-date information for cam- 
pus departments and graduates for use 


_in newsletters and surveys. 


Alumni Association Records 
Manager, DyAnn Houston, said the 
Alumni Association has a greater 
responsibility to keep track of records 
for people who have left the 
University than does the Records 
Office.’ 

The information gathered is mostly 
biographical: full name, birthday, 
address and phone number, degree 
earned or major, general occupation, 
and gender. 

Additionally, a primary address 
(usually of an alumnus’ parents) is 
kept, along with a person’s relation- 
ship to any other BYU alumni. The 
extra references help locate alumni 
with outdated addresses, Houston 
said. 

Mailing lists are used for. University 
purposes only, Houston said. 

Alumni names are not given out 
indiscriminately. If someone wants to 
send mail to an alumnus, the Alumni 
Association office will forward it to 
that person. 

Brigham Young Magazine, an alum- 
ni publication, is distributed through 
this database. 

In addition, database records are 
used to contact alumni for reunions.

*the two students elected president and vice president of Notre Dame’s student

““The voters are tired of the same people with the same ideas. They feel the need 
for something fresh, and they think a couple of knuckleheads will bring it,” 


explained Hungeling. 


BYU students are also tired of hearing the same promises and just voting another 
line onto a candidate’s resume. How many years have BYUSA candidates 
promised better communication between BYUSA and the students? How many 


years has SAC been working on a faculty preview? The answer is too many. 


Past BYUSA presidents have been able to fill some promises, but like many stu- 


dent associations they just don’t have the power to make a huge difference. 


Mike Lee was able to fulfill his promise to have open elections. However, the stu- 
dent association did not have much to do with important issues, such as the new 


housing policy or faculty reviews. 


The BYUSA candidates this year are also making promises. Matt Cowley advo- 
cates a 1-800 number for registration and child care for student-parents. 
Southwick advocates better public relations for BYUSA. But without specifics on 
how these promises will be implemented or the backing from the administration, 


they might as well be promising a Grateful Dead concert. 


> Maybe if Notre Dame had made certain credentials that all candidates had to 
Ineet and implemented a credentials committee to make sure they met them (like 
BYU does), a couple of “dead heads’ would never have been elected. Yet is this 


the real issue? 


* Perhaps the issue is that the students have wised up. It is not a tragedy to elect a 
couple of underqualified candidates with outrageous promises when the student 
government doesn’t do much anyway. It is not a tragedy to waste authority if there 


is no authority to waste. 


Many BYU students simply laugh as they watch candidates jumping around in 
the quad and walking with cardboard signs strapped to them. It is humorous 
because the whole idea of a student government that represents the students is 
sometimes ironic. They see BYUSA as simply a mock government with mock 


elections. 


- Perhaps the students at Notre Dame felt they had no voice, and electing 
Hungeling and Orsagh was their way to speak out. The students at BYU are also 
speaking out by becoming more apathetic. 

~The winner of this year’s BYUSA election has a challenge to make students feel 


they are represented or else the apathy will continue. 


- The administration also has a challenge to give BYUSA sioner power to enable 


them to represent the students. 


- A lot of good is done by BYUSA. But more needs to be done so that students feel 


like they are really being represented. 


This is possible, and who knows, maybe the Dead will come to Notre Dame.

HOUSTON — Brigham Young 
University officials have talked with 
Southwest and Big Eight conference 
officials about the possibility of leav- 
ing the Western Athletic Conference, 
according to a published report. 

BYU Vice President R.J. Snow told 
the Houston Chronicle in Saturday’s 
edition that his school had prelimi- 
nary discussions with SWC and Big 
Eight officials. 

The discussions were sparked by the 
Southeastern Conference’s defection 
from the College Football Association 
television package for a deal with 
CBS, 

Should the SWC, Big Eight and 
Atlantic Coast conferences respond to 
the SEC move by negotiating televi- 
sion contracts outside the CFA, the 
WAC — thus, BYU — would be left 
without national network television 
exposure.

WASHINGTON W— President 
Clinton used his first annual econom- 
ic report Monday to proclaim his poli- 


_cies had put the country on track for 


rising prosperity for years to come. 

Clinton forecasts that the economy 
would keep growing through the rest 
of this decade and the pace would be 
fast enough to meet his campaign 
pledge of 8 million new jobs during 
his first term. 

His. administration, he told 
Congress, had replaced “drift and 
deadlock with renewal and reform.” 

The 398-page report conceded that 
this optimistic’scenario could be in 
danger if long-term interest rates. sud- 
denly start rising, consumer spending 
falters or weakness in such big over- 
seas markets’as Europe and Japan is 
more prolonged than expected. 

The annual report predicted that the 
overall economy, as measured by the 
gross domestic product, will grow by 
3.1 percent this year and 2.8 percent 
in 1995. 

That outlook, upon which the presi- 
dent based his 1995 budget, is in line 
with private forecasters. The National 
Association of Business Economists 
said Monday it believed the economy 
would grow 3.2 percent this year and 
2.8 percent in 1995. 

The 49th edition of the “Economic 
Report of the President” represented a 
sharp break from the past 12 
Republican versions which had sung 
the praises of government deregula- 
tion and lower tax rates. 

“For too long and in too many ways, 
our nation has been drifting,” Clinton 
said in a message transmitting the 
report to Congress. 

“For 12 years.a policy of trickle- 
down economics built a false prosper- 
ity on a mountain of federal debt,” he 
said. 

Clinton praised his $500 billion 
deficit reduction plan, half of which 
comes from raising taxes, for putting 
the country on a sounder economic 
footing in just one year by lowering 
interest rates and thus spurring a 
boom in sales of big-ticket items such 
as homes and cars. 

“As a result of our efforts, the econ- 
omy now is on a path of rising output, 
increasing employment and falling 
deficits,” the president said. 

“In considering President Clinton’s 
gusher of praise for his economic 
record today, we should remember 
that no modern president’s economic 
program has required less than 18 
months to have an impact on the 
economy,” said Sen. Phil Gramm, R- 
Texas. 

The Clinton document devoted.sev- 


~ eral pages to attacking a key supply- 


side tenet, that cutting tax rates can 
result in higher tax revenues and that 
boosting tax rates on the wealthy can 
actually result in lower taxes as more 
income is sheltered.

Utah House grows closer to 
passing clean air legislation

More agencies are voicing their sup- 
port for Utah legislation that would 
outlaw smoking in almost all public 
places. 

The American Heart Association, 
American I.ang Association and the 
American Cancer Socigty have united 
in support of House Bill 50 and say 
that it will save the lives of adults, 
teenagers and children who do not 
smoke cigarettes. 

The tri-agency: coalition said this 
legislation will protect Utahns from 
the dangers of inhaling toxic pollu- 


tants found in environmental tobacco - 


smoke (ETS). 

“Approximately 53,000 people die 
from ETS annually in the United 
States,” said Reed M. Gardner, vice 
president of the American Lung 


Association. : 


“Second-hand smoke or ‘passive . 


smoke,’ is lethal to adults,” Gardner 
said. “It is believed that one in eight 
lung cancer cases that occur in non- 
smokers is due to ETS,” 

According to information from The 
American Cancer Society, 43 com- 
pounds in tobacco smoke are known 
to cause cancer. Scientific studies, 
including one by the American 
Cancer Society, have found a 30 per- 
cent increased risk of lung cancer 
among non-smoking:spouses of ciga- 
rette smokers. 


“ETS can persist in indoor environ- * 


ments for many hours after the smok- 
ing stops, so it continues to affect the 
health of all who have to breathe that 
air,” said Dr. Robert Fowles, presi- 
dent of the American Heart 
Association, Utah Affiliate. 

Studies show that the risk of death 
from heart disease is about 30 percent 
higher among people exposed to ETS 
at home, Fowles said. 

Tri-agency officials also identify 
teenagers ages 16 to 19 at a high-risk 
of exposure to ETS related to their 
employment. 

“There are 700,000 children in 
Utah, which represents 40 percent of 
the state’s population,” Frame said. 
“Tt’s a travesty that our children are 
being exposed to a known carcinogen

“This is actually the end of a chapter 
in the history of the Russian navy, in 
which it tried to challenge the 
supremacy of the U.S. Navy on the 
high seas,” said Sergei Rogov of the 
Institute of the U.S.A. and Canada. 
“This announcement is like an official 
announcement of the death of this 
dream.”
